® heard all this of thee, 1 was fully perfwaded to believe oneof thefe 
© Two Things, either that thou art very GO-D, and art come 
© down from Heaven. to do fuch things; or elfe the Son of GOD, 
¢ and fo performeft them. Wherefore, | have now written to thee; 
© befeeching thee to.cometo me, and cure my Difeafe : For Ihave
